DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 8/31/09 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-6, 8-10, and 13-17 are allowed. 
The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

• A low-pressure mercury vapor discharge lamp that has a portion of an inner 
surface of the discharge vessel facing the discharge space provided with a 
protective layer adjacent a luminescent layer, wherein the protective layer 
comprises a phosphate of scandium and wherein a thickness of the protective 
layer is in a range from 1 to 20 microns, in combination with the remaining 
claimed limitations as called for in claim 1 (claims 2-6, 8-10, and 13-17 are 
allowable for the same reasons since they are dependent on claim 1). Snijkers- 
Hendrickx et al. (2001/0026122) teaches the protective layer comprising all of the 
same materials as claimed, but teaches away from the thickness being more than 
200 nm (0.2 microns).
